Charles S:ott, son of Willis Scott, 


tho garbage contractor of the First 
ward, is a colored boy who has been 
tramping over the country for about a 
year past, trying to keep out of the 
clutches of officers of the law who were 
on his track. 
Scott came back to 


Portsmouth a few days ago and is now 
living quietly with his father and help- 
ing him haul garbage. 
Local officials, 


if they know he is here, have made no 
attempt to molest him. 


The crime for which Scott is wanted 


was committed near Terre Haute, Ind. 
At the time he was traveling with 
Ringling Bros.' circus as cauvasman. 
Aa they were putting up the tents in a 
small town near Terre Haute, Scott 
and one of the clowns connected with 
the circus had an altercation. 
They 


came to blows, and Scott hit the clown 
over the head with a tone peg, knock- 
ing him senseless. 
The clown's skull 


was fractured. 
He was removed to a

the caucus drew near, and the sudden 
shifting of the Cook county forces to 
Mason carried the other candidates off 
their feet. The tide turned toward the 
'ex-congressman with a rush that car- 
ried everything before it, and the nom- 
ination was made without the 
most 


feeble show of opposition.

defeat for
